Clayton said the information 
he has received from Extension 
specialists points out that cot­ 
ton fields should not bo grazed 
after desiccation, especially if 
arsenic acid was used. Shred­ 
ding the stlks immediately af­ 
ter hanest, Clayton added, will 
help control 
insects and im ­ 
prove 
the 
moisture 
situation 
for next years crop. 


Arsenic acid is poisonous to 
both man and animal and the 
safety directions on the tnanu- 


pliod when the wind is strong. 
Arsenic acid may 
drift into 
grazing areas, onto feed crops 
and 
thus endanger 
livestock. 
Home plantings of vegetables, 
flowers, shrubs and trees might 
also in' damaged by drift from 
any desicrant. 
The county agent 
suggesis 
that recommendations covering 
the use of desiecants he follow­ 
ed to avoid unnecessary losses.
